The promise of "restitution of all 


things" is another teaching firmly 
advocated by the Church of God, 
at 221 W. Morgan St. This promise 
Is the foundation of all prophecies 
in the Old Testament.

Since man 
is still under the curse, he is still 
subject to these" evidences of God's 
displeasure. 


The time will come when the 


curse will be removed and the 
earth will be restored to its former 
condition. This is the full meaning 
of restitution. Everything man has 
lost because of sin will be re- 
stored. This will include a reno- 
vation of earth itself. There will be 
no more thorns and thistles. Storms 
and other upheavals of nature will 
be removed. The earth will gradu- 
ally return to the condition which 
it held when it had the complete 
favor of God. 


As earth in to shire la the literal 


promises of restitution and 
be 


restored to its original beauty, so 
also man will share this same 
promise. Where he now has no op- 
portunity of life beyond a certain 
span of yean, through Christ 
eternal life will be restored. These 
and many other factors are a part 
of our understanding of the value 
of restitution. Because of its ex 
tensive application, tne story of 
restitution is a treasured part of 
our daily reading.

this time than before, since it is reasonable to imagine that 
if a landslide is in the making a poll-taker ought to detect 
the signs somehow. 

Quite evidently, in the present technical state of poll- 
taking, the public-opinion poll cannot be taken as a'forecast 
of behavior to come. Assuming all the best in the application 
Of scientific sampling techniques now in use, the pollster can- 
not tell what men will do on a certain date in the future.

This Play Depends on Good Clubs 


BY OSWALD JACOBY 


South's opening bid of one no- 


trump in today's hand shows a 
hand with balanced distribution 
a stopper in at least three suits 
and 16 to 18 points. 


North has a count of 18 points 


together with a five-card suit for 
good measure. He knows that the 
combined count is 34 to 38 points- 
enough for a small slam, but not 
for a grand slam. 


Correct play of the cards justi- 


fies thla bold bidding. The play all 
hinges on the proper management 
of the club suit. 


South needs four club tricks to 


make his contract. He should play 
this suit in such a way as to as- 
sure four tricks even against bac 
breaks. 


Correct play is to win the first 


trick with the ace of spades and 
follow by laying down the ace of 
clubs! A small club is now led 
toward the South hand.' 


If East plays the ten, South can 


win with the king and return the 
nine of clubs to force out the 
queen. Dummy's jack of clubs 
will then clear the suit, setting up 
dummy's last low club. 


If East plays a low club at the 


third trick. South must finesse 
the nine. As the cards lie, the

Stories and reading aloud to chll- 


. dren is favorable to their own 


learning to read. 


• All normal children need to have 
their reading interests expanded. 
Beginning with the fourth grade. 
'teachers usually expect pupils to 
read extensively for a variety of 


• purposes and in science, social 


studies, and other areas which re- 


• quire special reading skills. If a 
"child has not learned to read he 
feels at a loss. In these years, 
reading is intensely practical for 
many children. 
,' Reading also takes children be- 
yond their 
immediate environ- 


ments. They can go exploring 


"vicariously. The desire for travel 


and for adventure is strong in 
grades four to six. An accessible 
means by which these children can 
satisfy this craving is through 
books. 


A good reason for story telling 


and reading aloud is that it devel- 
ops in children a growing power to 
understand what they hear. With- 
out pictures and other aids, their 
.minds and ears are tuned on the 
spoken words of the storyteller. 


A word which has been heard and 


discussed within a group at this 
time is easier to be noticed in 
print at a later time. Therefore, 
reading aloud is just .another way 
ot helping a child to increase his 
speaking vocabulary. 


Lastly, sharing stories together 


la a group makes for a more close- 
ly knit group within the classroom. 
Characters In stories become real 
people. Teacher and'pupils laugh 
•*nd feel sad together over their 
-problems. They feel united and 
there is a feeling that school Is a 
good place to be.

Pheasant hunting hi Illinois ha* become more dlscourag- 


lux each season for the past several year*. atatijr confirmed 
fiimtPM have forsaken the sport until they can flnd a chance 
to hustle dog and shotgun off to Sooth Dakota for a few day*. 


THEN THEY come back with glowing accounts of a land where 


pheasant* nourish and bag limits are shot daily by just about every- 
body. The birds have ample natural protection from nature's ele- 
ments there. 


The dltuation here is sometime* explained thus: 


"ILLINOIS FARMERS do too good a Job. They farm every Inch 


of soil and leave no brush or hedges for pheasants to nest under." 


And pheasants are nearly all Northern Illinois hunter* 


have left to hope to bring into their sight* on the upland*. 
Quail have gone the way of the prairie chicken* grandad talk* 
of and the way rabbits are going. 


THIS YEAR the dim picture is -further complicated by the fall 


drought throughout the state. Hunters trudging thorough brittle-dry 
com or bean fields find that the racket keeps birds scampering far 
enough ahead to stay out of gunshot, and dust raised hampers scent 
of them by dogs.
